Austin, Tex.— If the^aeriaa of teata 
that are now being made by the 
ttontbern Pacific iu the use of Ig- 
niu for fuel for it* looomotiTa prove 
the Bucoes* that 1* expected it will 
mean an enormoo* *avlng to that 
company in ita annaal fuel bill. 
The lignite deposit* of Texaa are 
praetioaily loexhanstibie and exteud 
entirely tbrongb the state from 
northeast to southwest. Tbe Soatb- 
ern Pacific is experimenting with 
the fuel In a new burner that was 
specially oonstrnoted for tbe pur- 
pose and installed upon one of its 
largtst locomotives. It is claimed 
that the cost of lignite is consider 
ably less than fuel oU. One special 
purpose of the experiments is to de- 
termine wiiether Qrygon lignite shall 
be adopted for fuel upoiKthe South- 
ern Paoiflo's llnea In the Nortbwaat.

A court decision haa lately been 
rendered in Ma*sacbu*ett* on what 
conatltute* a Bubscriber, *ay* the 
American Press. Tbe Jndge firmly 
t>elieved that the man wbo received 
the-paper, although ht never aub« 
scribed for It is entitled to pay. 
■ James Thomson moved, and 
William Robinson took immediate 
poesession and received and accept- 
ed a weekly., newspaper that was 
delivered i,o him through the mail 
every week. The good natured ed- 
itor aent aecduota ff«4nantly but 
no attention was paid to them by 
Mr. Robinson. . • 

Finally there waa a day of reckou- 
ing. Robinson had received tbe 
paper for some time, tie informed 
tbe collectors, but he said |he never 
subscribed and declined to pay for 
it. The Judge peraonally questioned 
the defendant who said that he 
read and made use of it aud was 
receiving tbe accounts, which were 
frequently encloeed in the paper. 

Judgment was rendered lu favor 
of the newspaper. l*he Jndge was 
Revere In his criticism of penple 
who are receiving papers and do 
not think It worth while to pay for 
what they receive aud make uae 'of. 
Tt 1» an act of dishoneaty, be 'aald. 
One should acQQAi It the publiBher 
and pay whatever number he re 
oeive»'.

The flow is very reprular and 
averages half a niilHon (;alloif# 
dally* This wonderful spring: has 
been harnessed to give 9000 horse 
power and 110,000 additional horse 
power will soon be developed. 

Ae early as 1U4 tbie epring was 
raised with a four foot dam to torn 
the wheels of a tiny urist mill. In 
1(06 a new dam was built and enoogb 
power obtained to light tbe towns of 
MannnotI) Spring, Arkansas, and 
Thayer, Missouri, across tbe liqe.
